MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


January 2, 1979 


Present: Sel. Paul R. O'Connell, Jr.; Sel. Donna L. McDaniel; Administrative Assistant 
John A. Lundblad; Highway Supt. John W. Boland; Treasurer/Collector Ruth 
Johnson. Chairman McAuliffe was absent due to illness. 


7:30 p.m. Treasurer/Collector Ruth Johnson met with the Board and discussed tax fore- 
to closure and excise tax delinquents. 
7:40 p.m. 


7:40 p.m. The Board met with Highway Supt. John W. Boland regarding his budget. Items 
to reviewed were the salary level, transfer station; winter items including 
8:20 p.m. sand/salt/hired equipment. It was noted that the budget was roughly 9% 
over the previous year, including wage increases, but not including labor con- 
tract increases. Sel. McDaniel noted that the recycling had increased, but 
not to a level significant to reduce the budget. The Board reviewed Mr. Boland's Warrant 
Articles including a cab and chassis and catch basin cleaner request, the former for 
$30,000 and the latter for a $10,000 request. Also, requested $100,000 for construction 
of an addition and the purchase of land for that addition adjacent to the Highway Garage. 
No decision was made on those requests. 


Selectmen then discussed with Mr. Boland a letter from the Mass. Department of Public 
Works regarding speed zones, requesting that he and Police Chief Mattioli review those and 
report back by the next Tuesday. Chairman McAuliffe felt that the "Go Slow" and "Children" 
Signs had little effect and only speed zones would actually stop traffic problems we had 
been experiencing. 


Selectmen then discussed with the Administrative Assistant and Highway Supt. Boland 
progress on the Data General traffic lights. Mr. Boland indicated that the missing clamps 
and other equipment were being air-freighted to the Town. 


8:20 p.m. The Board met with Town Clerk Paul Berry regarding the new speed limits, 

to and polling place for Precinct I. Town Clerk Berry was requesting that the 

8:30 p.m. polling place be either at the new Fire Station or at the Town House. The 
Selectmen took that under consideration; noted that they wanted to talk to 
Chairman McAuliffe. 


8:30 p.m. The Selectmen met with Town Counsel Frederick Busconi instruction him to work 
with the Conservation Commission to solve the problem at the Kahili Restaurant. 


The Setec aah fae t ed with the Administrative Assistant the licensing request for 
Mr. Kavanaugh/ oth for his trailer and for the auctioneering license. Both were granted. 


The Selectmen noted that they would like to meet with the Elected Officials Salary 
Committee as soon as possible to get a report that could be included in the Town Meeting. 


Sel. McDaniel requested the Administrative Assistant to provide an update on the situation 
at Fitzgerald's Store with the stockade fence and dumpster not being in accordance with 


the Site Plan and existing driveway not having been blocked off to date. 
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The Board moved to award a contract to C.S.I. of Needham, MA for $4985 for the pur- — 
chase of a Savin 780. Motion was made by Sel. McDaniel and seconded by the Acting 

Chairman Paul O'Connell, Jr. and APPROVED by unanimous voice VOTE. It should be 

noted that C.S.I. was low bidder; the bids were opened at a previous occasion and 

the item was paid out of the Town Hall Users Group.

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


January 9, 1979 


Present: Chairman Thomas W. McAuliffe; Sel. Paul R. O'Connell, Jr.; Sel. Donna L. 
McDaniel; Administrative Assistant John A. Lundblad. 


7:30 p.m. Site Plan Hearing was held on request of John Demetro requesting permission to 
open a palm reading business at 61 Turnpike Rd., Fayville. 


Present: Peggy Donath, Paul Brefka, James Denman, Patricia Capone of the 
Planning Board; four abutters. Sel. O'Connell noted that the Town has not required a 
lease, but did need to know that he had at least a tenancy at-will, an official tenancy; 
that we would need to know that prior to any action. Town Counsel Busconi stated that 
nothing formal was arranged and that he needed some notice of official tenancy if this 
was going to be considered. Sel. O'Connell asked the Administrative Assistant if a 
determination had been made regarding the parking; asked the Town Counsel if a deter- 
mination had been made as to whether or not this could be considered a Customary Home 
Occupation. Mr. McAuliffe felt that it was not a Customary Home Occupation and stated 
that he would personally vote against it. Mr. Lundblad noted that they were six spaces 
short in the parking requirement. Mr. Demetro stated that his wife was conducting a 
small palm reading business and that they would have no need for six parking spaces. 
‘Sel. O'Connell asked Mr. Busconi if he had an opinion on the Home Occupation issue. He 
noted to Mr. Demetro that a ruling would have to be made on (1) the Home Occupation 
— (Town Counsel had not made one), (2) on his tenancy and (3) on the parking By-Law; and 
if all three of those were met then he would have the right to be there. Mr. Demetro 
asked for an explanation of what is meant by a Home Occupation. Sel. O'Connell provided 
ae that definition. Town Counsel Busconi indicated that he would approach this issue with 
an open mind. All moved to take this under advisement. Town Counsel was requested to 
review the lawful use and make any approval subject to lawful tenancy, lawful use and 
parking. Chairman McAuliffe stated that he was against having the Town Counsel do any 
more research; that he understood that the owner had notified the Town, the papers had 
been served and that only if Mr. Demetro could show that the parking and the use was 
allowed, would he allow him to remain a tenant. Sel. O'Connell moved to take the issue 
under advisement, requesting that the Administrative Assistant confirm whether or not 
Mr. Demetro had the permission of the owner to be in this facility. The Mazzarellis of 
16 Pleasant Street (both abutters), stated that they didn't feel this was a Customary 
Home Occupation in their area and asked the Board not to grant the permit. Mrs. Donath 
noted that it was not a retail business, but was a retail service allowed in the busi- 
ness zone. Town Counsel Busconi noted, however, that the applicant had narrowed his 
own options for Customary Home Occupation by living in the quarters instead of using 
them for commercial use. The abutters noted that a great deal of advertising on radio 
and newspapers had already been carried out and that this was going to be a commercial 
activity, that people already were being solicited as they were walking by to come in 
for a palm reading. Natalie Fantony, 51 Turnpike Road stated that she knew of two 
people in the neighborhood who had been solicited to come in to the shop for palm reading. 
Sel. O'Connell again moved to take it under advisement. Mr. Demetro asked what if he 
moved to another site six blocks away, would this be acceptable? Sel. O'Connell moved 
for the third time to take the issue under advisement with the same conditions noted a- 
— bove. Sel. McDaniel seconded this motion which was APPROVED on a two to one (2-1) voted; 
Sel. McAuliffe opposed. 


8:11 p.m. The Selectmen met with E.L. Kallander discussing the need for a plan of

Williams' Trailer Sales, 21 Turnpike Road Site Plan Request: Present - Rick 
Williams, Arthur J. Williams, Michael Cosmo of Schofield Brothers representing Messr. 
Williams, Building Inspector Edgar A. Phaneuf, Jr., Planning Board Member Patricia 
Capone, Ed Murphy and Ralph DiNorcia of the IDC. Rick Williams gave a brief presentation 
stating that they are requesting a repair facility as the work now must be done outside. 
They would like an indoor facility. They would also be expanding the show room to be 
able to show fifteen units. Sel. O'Connell asked if this was basically the same changes 
in the parking. They planned to stage the construction, depending upon financing; 
first to build a basement service area and then add the showroom on in later years. 
They indicated that there would be no plumbing changes, that handicapped access would 
be provided for parking and for ramping. 


Sel. O'Connell felt that a reasonable time limit should be imposed for the initiation 
of stage two because of the working of the Zoning Board of Appeals. They prefer to 
approve the whole plan now, but with a time limit. He stated that to tie this into 
the special permit language, that there would be no increase in that permit to the 
site plan, that it would merely upgrade the appearance of the property and would all 
be contingent upon Board of Health approval. The Motion was seconded by Sd. Donna L. 
McDaniel, APPROVED by unanimous voice VOTE. 


The Board then held a hearing for a Class I License request for Williams' Trailer Sales, 
21 Turnpike Rd. Sel. O'Connell moved that it be granted; that it would be a continuation 
of the existing use. Sel. McDaniel seconded the Motion, APPROVED by unanimous voice 
VOTE. 


The Board VOTED to deny a site plan request to Johnway Freight for a freight terminal, 
the moving company. They informed them that they would meet to file for ZBA approval.

Present: Chairman Thomas W. McAuliffe; Sel. Paul R. O'Connell; Sel. Donna L. McDaniel;

7:30 p.m. The Selectmen met for a Site Plan for Harrison and Borelli and Black. The 
Board determined that a site plan would be required for a craft shop on the 
property owned by Mrs. Borelli on Route 20. 


8:10 p.m. The Board met with Highway Supt. John W. Boland regarding drainage. Mr. 
to Boland noted that his program is getting further and further behind, that 
8:30 p.m. the long term objective would be to look at the ultimate outfalls and to 
work backwards through the system, instead of to make mid-system improve- 
ments such as Parkerville Road in the vicinity of Neary School. He further 
noted that the MDC had not been cleaning brooks for a number of years. and that his 
problem further aggravted the situation he had. Chairman McAuliffe asked if the '59 
Survey was worthwhile; asked if the '59 Whitman and Howard Survey could be updated and 
done through the Engineering Fund. Sel. O'Connell asked if the road work could be 
tied into this operation also. Highway Supt. Boland thought that we could certainly 
check with Whitman and Howard, but he didn't feel that the old work was good enough or 
worthy of updating, that the cost of detailed drainage work for Clifford Road and 
Latisquama Road should be proceeded as soon as possible. He would like updated figures 
for detail work on the list he provided the Board last year for six projects. Put cost 
figures for at least one in the Warrant Article for the coming year.

8:30 p.m. Meeting with Town-wide Drainage Study Committee member Grant Waite. Members 
to present: Capital Budget- Ralph Ellis, Grant Waite; Board of Health, Timothy 
10:00 p.m. Stone, Philip Mauch; Planning Board - Paul e Brefka, Margit Donath, Patricia 
Capone, James Denman; Conservation Commission - Charles Self, Delia Mulvaney, 
Brian Mauro, Richard Upjohn, Fred Douglas, Inga Tufts, George Killam and 
Secretary Janice Conlin; Advisory Committee Chairman Ann Dockstader. The 
Selectmen reviewed three articles which were going to Town Meeting for drainage work: 


1. $60,000 request for Clifford Street to serve two areas, a 
double water shed, one on Parkerville Road out toward Middle 
Road, back as far as the Neary School driveway which is the 
other direction, would go back toward the reservoir. 


2. $15,000 for Southville Road near Woodbury Road to correct a system 
which is already in place. 


3. $50,000 for Latisquama Road from the high point to White Bagley 
intersection and the M.D.C. 


Citizen petitions were also received from High Street and Parkerville Road. However, 
specific funding data is not available for those, so rough estimates were made based 

oo upon the '59 Drainage Study. Mr. Boland had estimated the High Street project high 
since he did not have a clear understanding of exactly where the water would go, either 
down Granuaile Road or down Main Street toward Ward Road, depending upon the hydraulics. 
The '59 Drainage Study had made a clear recommendation but the construction of 495 had 
changed the flow of water. He estimated a $5,000 engineering cost, $50,000 construction 
cost, regarding Parker ville Road. The request was made for work to be done from Middle 
Road to at least the Mass Pike. A flat area is easily flooded and the problem is 
especially critical. Highway Supt. Boland felt that if the system could go into the 
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existing system near the school it would be $30,000. However, if that would be too 
much capacity, and that system would have to be rebuilt, they would be talking 
$85,000... It is his feeling that if an acceptable updated study had been put to- 
gether a number of years ago, he would have better data and be able to give firmer 
figures on issues such as this. He would like to see such a study updated. Sel. 
O'Connell asked if the range of that updating would be between $10,000 and $15,000. 
Mr. Boland felt that it would. He asked whether that study could also be used in 
dealing with sub-divisions for the Planning Board, for the Board of Health with new 
home construction in the name of the Conservation Commission. Delia Mulvaney felt 
that it would be a valuable tool. Last year the estimated cost was around $20,000. 
Fred Douglas felt that it couldn't be done for those figures; the aerial run for 

the town alone would cost that kind of money. Mr. Mauch and Dr. Stone felt that it 
would be useful: to have a drainage study. Mrs. Donath asked if the study could be 
used to assist in compelling sub-dividers to bring the drainage farther down toward 
existing systems. Mr. Boland indicated that he did not know; Mr. Brefka stated the 
specific example of the Pine Hill sub-division and felt that the money would be better 
spent to have a town engineer on the payroll full time. Mr. Boland felt that the 
town could use a town engineer, but that it would still be valuable to have these 
plans. Selectmen approved Highway Supt. Boland's request by unanimous VOTE to at 
least get some estimates. Mr. Killam asked whether the three projects proposed by 
Mr. Boland consider future growth. Mr. Boland indicated that in the case of Southville 
and Clifford Roads it did; in the case of Latisquama, there was no need to plan for 
further growth, that existing conditions had not changed. Sel.McDaniel asked if any 
money would be saved doing the total plan and putting off the detail work. Mr. 
Boland indicated that it would not. Sel.McDaniel asked if the town has a brook clean- 
up program and if a clean-up program were initiated in the event that we did not have 
one, would that minimize some of these drainage problems. Mr. Boland indicated that 
we did not have a plan and that, yes, it would assist but would not solve all prob- 
lems. Mr. Waite felt that the study is only useful if we do a town-wide approach and 
fund the construction. Mrs. Dockstader asked Mr. Boland whether, in light of a 
possible town-wide study, whether we should go ahead with a one year capital program; 
Mr. Boland indicated in the affirmative. Conservation Commission members Killam and 
Douglas both stated that they felt that the study should incluce brooks, streams, 

and include a full fly of the town. Sel. O'Connell stated that that sowmded more 
like $75,000 or $50,000; all parties agreed. Consensus of the meeting was to follow 
up and get estimates on a study. Sel. O'Connell stated that the Board would get its 
feelings together on this issue and mail it out to all members present; to try and 
get more information on cost, date, etc. Mr. Boland indicated that he would appreci- 
ate knowing what all the members of various boards present at this meeting felt about 
this issue in writing before he wrote specs to go out and get bids.

The Selectmen met with Edward F. Brock, Fire Chief and 
to Brian Mauro, Call Firefighter, who had filed a letter of 
9:07 p.m. complaint regarding the appointment procedure the Chief 
follows for the replacement of three vacancies in the 
Southborough Fire Department. Approximately thirty 
interested citizens were present for the meeting. 


Chairman McAuliffe opened the meeting asking Chief Brock if he had 
a copy of Mr. Mauro's letter; he indicated in the affirmative, 
further requesting Chief Brock to offer some comments prior to the 
discussion. Chief Brock offered the following comments: 


Chief Edward F. Brock: 


1. Mr. Mauro was not passed over. He, in fact, was 
seventh on the list and the first person on the list 
declined appointment, but the second, third and fourth 
had accepted as of this time. 


2. The part-time status Mr. Mauro has put in for a 
number of years should have been taken into effect and 
it should have been taken into effect during the 
interview process. 


Mr. Mauro knew where he placed on the exam; he placed 
seventh. He was notified of that fact in writing. 


4, Regarding the Chief selecting both of his sons, that was 
true; however, the sons did finish number one and 
number two, and therefore, they were selected number 
one and number two. 
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5. In regard to the newcomer and the stranger alluded 
to in Mr. Mauro's letter, the newcomer rated third 
and the stranger rated fourth. Based upon the 
system utilized by the Department, these four men 
were the most qualified. Chief Brock stated that 
if the men were tied or very close in a point 
spread, then he believes that the person who was a 
call man for many years or the person who was a 
town resident would be chosen by the Chief. 


6. Finally, in regard to departmental moral, the Chief 
stated that at the Drill last night 32 out of 40 
members were present for CPR certification; two 
worked nights and could not make it, three were 
excused and three were absent for unknown reasons. 


Thomas W. McAuliffe asked whether or not experience didn't enter 
into the scoring and precisely how it was measured; in addition, 
who selected the scoring procedure. 


Chief Edward F. Brock: "I selected it." 
Chairman McAuliffe: "Why?" 
Chief Edward F. Brock: = 

1. The System is intended to test what a person knows. 

2. The System is intended to test a person's ability 
to learn. 

3. Extra emphasis was placed upon personal interviews 
to try and take these two measurable criteria and 
personalize them a little bit for each individual 
applicant. 

Chairman McAuliffe: "Is that common practice?" 


Chief Edward F. Brock: "I do not know." 


The Chief indicated that he has sat in on a number of 
these over the years and that many of them give less 
weight to interviews than to the written test, although 
he did not know the breakdowns for sure. | 


Sel. Paul R. O'Connell, Jr.: "Was this exam system designed by 
you, the Academy or Association of other Fire Chiefs?" 


Chief Edward F. Brock: "The exam is similar to the one given to 
other non-Civil Service Towns." 


Sel. Paul R. O'Connell, Jr.: "Is it correct in saying that you — 
had nothing to do with this exam?" 


Chief Edward F. Brock: "I have not seen it to this day." 


Sel. Paul R. O'Connell, Jr.: "What was the process in previous years?" 
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Chief Edward F. Brock: (no quotes) 1966 the Competitive Exam 
with two spots for two jobs. Two people took the exam, 
both passed. One sought other employment, therefore, 
one person was hired off the street. 


Chief Edward F. Brock: In 1968 one of these people left the 
Department. Arthur Cannon was hired without an exam. 


In 1970 there were seven applicants for three positions 
using basically the same concept. Written exam and 
interview by other Chiefs. Those hired were Banks, Mooney 
and Ladd. In 1971 Ladd left and Lew Patrick was hired. 

No other appointments were made. He was hired right off 
the street. Mr. Patrick died shortly thereafter and Peter 
Phaneuf was hired right off the street. 


Sel. Paul R. O'Connell, Jr.: Sel. O'Connell felt that it was an 
important issue in a Call Department where there are six 
full time men excluding the Chief and 30 - 40 call men; that 
these men be given some opportunity to work their way up 
into the full time Department. He asked the Chief why not 
first look into the Call Department as the Selectmen do 
with the Police Reserves. He also asked if the system 
devised by the Chief gives enough weight to the experience 

— in general, and the experience in the Call Department in 
particular. Finally, where we do rely very heavily on 
volunteers, it was the feeling of Sel. O'Connell that we 
should encourage their ascension into the full time status 
if they qualify. 


Chief Edward F. Brock: "This perhaps should be factored in." 


Sel. Paul R. O'Connell, Jr.: "If you want to keep the Call 
Department, shouldn't this sort of thing be done?" 


Sel. Donna L. McDaniel: "Do you know of any other departments 
that offer credit for experience or EMT status?" 


Chief Edward F. Brock: No response. 


Sel. Donna L. McDaniel: wanted to know what the point spread was 
between the highest and the lowest passing score. 


Chief Edward F. Brock: responded that between score No. 1 and 9, 
approximately 22 points. 


Sel. Donna L. McDaniel: "Would the other chiefs interviewing 
have recognized your sons?" | 


Chief Edward F. Brock: "Some would." 


Sel. Donna L. McDaniel: "These three chiefs, would they have 
recognized your son?" 
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Chief Edward F. Brock: "Maybe the man from Milford. Donovan 
knew Patrick, but he wouldn't grade him because of that. 
The Lieutenant, I don't believe, knew either of them." 


Chief Brock stated that he supported the use of experience 
in choosing firefighters. Further , he went on to note 
that his Department was the only one in Town, to his 
knowledge, that had a residency requirement, that all 
appointees must move into Town within one year. Again, 
if the applicants were tied or very close he would have 
chosen the local person. 

Chairman Thomas McAuliffe: "How would you rate Brian Mauro... 


Mauro's performance as a Call Firefighter for the past 
twelve years?" 


Chief Edward F. Brock: "Good." 
Chairman Thomas McAuliffe: "What about his attendance?" 
Chief Edward F. Brock: "I'd rather check the records first." 
Chairman Thomas McAuliffe: "What about his response to ambulance calls?" 
Chief Edward F. Brock: "Made about 20%." a: 
Chairman Thomas McAuliffe: "Is that good/poor/average?" 
Chief Edward F. Brock: "Average." 
Chairman Thomas McAuliffe: "If you knew one or two of your 

sons were going to apply, did you remove yourself from 

the process for that reason?" 


Chief Edward F. Brock: "Yes." 


Chairman Thomas McAuliffe: "If no sons were applying would you 
do the same?" 


Chief Edward F. Brock: "Yes." 


Chairman Thomas McAuliffe: "Do you feel that you should not be 
involved in the hiring process?" 


Chief Edward F. Brock: "Right, unless I have two identically 
equally qualified men." 


Chairman Thomas McAuliffe: "Why? I should think that any 
department head would want to be involved in 
reviewing the applicants." 


Chief Edward F. Brock: "Only to make the final choice." 
Chairman Thomas McAuliffe: "But if it's all done by the time 


you get most of your choices, especially the personal 
interviews."

Chief Edward F. Brock: "Do you want my opinion?" 


Chairman Thomas McAuliffe: "Why should you be removed from the 
decision-making process?" 


Chief Edward F. Brock: "To prevent just this kind of thing." 


If someone on the list had bad references, they'd skip 
over them. 


Sel. Donna L. McDaniel: "Do the candidates know the scoring 
process from the start?" 


Chief Edward F. Brock: "It was not put in writing. If they'd 
asked me, I would tell them." 


Chairman Thomas McAuliffe: "This time I'll ask Brian Mauro if he 
has any questions or comments." 


Brian Mauro: "Have you always taken the highest scorer?" 
Chief Edward F. Brock: "Cannot remember." 
Brian Mauro: "Of the 33 people who attended the Call Meeting last 
eae: evening, how many are new members and how many always come 
to the other meetings?" 


Fire Chief Edward F. Brock: "Four or five new ones." 


Brian Mauro:"Of the 33 call men who were there, how many 
qualified EMTs?" 


Chief Edward F. Brock: "Thirteen." 

Brian Mauro: “Excluding the eight permanents, who were the others?" 
Chief Edward Brock: "Priest, Rock, yourself, Hubley, Dan Phaneuf." 
Brian Mauro: "Did Dan Phaneuf renew?" 

Chief Edward F. Brock: "No, not yet. He'll be taking an exam soon." 


Brian Mauro: "Have we been caught a number of times without second 
EMTs on the ambulance?" | 


Chief Edward F. Brock: "Yes. The Chief's Association is trying 
to change that law to allow first responder to drive if 
an EMT is present." 


Brian Mauro: "What is the liability if we don't comply with that?" 


Chief Edward F. Brock: "I don't know." 
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Brian Mauro: Mr. Mauro indicated that the interview which 
he had with the three Chiefs lasted four to five minutes 
and that the gquestions by the Chiefs, the Officers 
centered around three issues: 


1. Why he wanted the job; 2. Whether or not he was 
married and 3. His facial whiskers. 


Sel. Donna L. McDaniel: "Do you know if this was typical 
for others?" 


Brian Mauro: "I have no way of knowing." 

Chairman Thomas McAuliffe: "How long were you interviewed." 
Brian Mauro: "Five minutes." 

Chief Edward F. Brock: "I find that very had to believe." 
Sel. Donna L. McDaniel: Of the issues discussed: 


"Brian, are you questioning the procedure that was 
followed or the fact that standard procedure was not 
followed? Do you understand my question?" 


Brian Mauro: Mr. Mauro stated that he had twelve years on 
the Department, that as far as he understood the Chief 
could do whatever he wanted regarding appointments and 
yet he chose to pick a person without any experience 
passing over himself and other call men who have put 
a lot of time, effort and interest into the Department. 
Based upon a four or five minute interview the other 
Chiefs have excluded Mr. Mauro and a number of other 
call men from further consideration. He felt that 
some recognition for call men should have been built 
into the system and that many call men joined the 
Department so that some time in the future they can 
become full time firefighters. 


Sel. Donna L. McDaniel: "Therefore, you do not like the 
procedure." 


Brian Mauro: "Some weight should be given to experience." 


Chairman Thomas McAuliffe: "Considering Brian Mauro had a good 
overall mark, considering others in the Call Department, 
why did you go to an inexperienced man over a twelve 
year veteran?" 


Chief Edward F. Brock: "The test shows that the man has the 
ability to learn. He may lack experience after he has 
returned from the Academy; he returns to the Department 
and he may not be up to Brian the first day, but within 
two years he certainly will be." 
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Question from the audience: 


"How do you know the man has ability to learn?" 


Chief Edward F. Brock: "Higher test mark." 


Sel. Donna L. McDaniel: "If you could confirm the five 
minute interviews." 


Chief Edward F. Brock: "I'd be very disappointed with those men.' 


Sel. Donna L. McDaniel: "Are there any other people who went 
through the interview process?" 


Daniel Brock: "Each of the three men appeared to have guidelines. 
They let the applicant go on if you wanted to. The time 
was tied to the applicant's responses not the questions." 


Sel. Donna L. McDaniel: "What kinds of questions did they ask you?" 


Daniel Brock: Mr. Brock stated that they asked questions regarding 
his marital status, his attitude regarding cooperation or 
independence working with other people, what his goals and 
ambitions were, what he could offer the Department, and 
why he was applying. 


Sel. Donna L. McDaniel: "Did they ask specific questions on 
firefighting skills?" 


Daniel Brock: "No, they asked questions about the person, not 
the job. It was subjective, seeking to measure your 
experience. They allowed the applicant to present himself." 


George Hubley, Jr.: "I would like it stated in the record that 
if you failed the written exam you could go no further 
in this process. You needed at least a 70." 


Chairman Thomas McAuliffe: "Have you discussed this with other 
applicants?" 


Brian Mauro: "Some of the questions in the interview were leading 


questions. I assumed that different people had different 
questions. Some of the questions were yes and no 
questions. Some were leading." | 


Chairman Thomas McAuliffe: "How long were others interviewed?" 
Brian Mauro: "Some less, some more." 


Chairman Thomas McAuliffe: "Elaborate...exact times." 
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Brian Mauro: "Could not tell." 


Chairman Thomas McAuliffe: "I would like to follow through and 
get for the Board the exact time allotted for each and 
the types of questions asked in the interviews; further, 
I would like a feel for how each person scored on each 
section of the exam. Therefore, the Board requests that 
these scores be provided by the Chief. We are aware 
of the restrictions cited in your letter; however, the 
Board feels that it is privy to these under the law while 
the press and public certainly are not." 


Sel. Paul R. O'Connell, Jr.: "I would like this information 
as soon as possible so we can make a judgement quickly. 
It must have been a hard choice for Brian to make 
knowing his commitment to the Fire Department and to the 
Town. It is also difficult for Chief Brock given the 
fact that two sons were applicants in this process and 
he chose to accept an independent process without any 
of his imput. For these reasons, I would like to move 
for a quick judgement on this matter." 


Chairman Thomas McAuliffe: Closing Comments. 


"I disagree strongly with the selection process. It's 
your process and you have the right to choose it. You 
are a very capable individual and should be totally 
involved in the process, in my opinion, and I hope 
that you will consider this for future appointments." 


9:07 p.m. Open Meeting ended. 
9:13 p.m. VOTED to go into Executive Session. 


9:55 p.m. Executive Session ended. No votes were taken. No 
decisions were reached. 


Sel. McDaniel moved that Paul Nelson be appointed an Auxiliary Police 
Officer upon recommendation of Sgt. Harpster, Officer in Charge 

of the Police Department, seconded by Sel. O'Connell and 

APPROVED by unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen. 


10:05 p.m. Selectmen discussed the Marlborough Trotting Park 
with Mr. and Mrs. Meier, 10 Stowe Road. 


Chairman McAuliffe read a letter from Secretary 
of Environmental Affairs, John Bewick, to the Board of 
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Selectmen as well as a letter from Admin. Asst. John Lundblad to 
Mr. Joel Lerner dated March 16, 1979. Chairman McAuliffe noted 
that it appears as though City Council is going to proceed even 
over the apparent "opposition" of the Mayor. Further, he stated 
that decision is not surprising in the least to him considering 
the manner of handling this project from the very beginning. 

He would like this Board to officially put the City of Marlborough 
on record, through the City Council, that this Board will take 
any step necessary to prevent any State Funding that could in 
effect stop Southborough at this point and point out to the City 
Council that they are grabbing a tiger by the tail and that they 
should review their decision with caution. 


Three weeks ago, Sel. McDaniel stated, she was not ready to 
appraise this project, but that this last activity by the City 
Council further displeases her and tends to support the position 
of Tom and Paul. She stated that she would like to know if 

the City is intending to proceed even if they do not acquire 
funding through the State. Sel. O'Connell stated that he was 
disappointed to see this change, of course, that the City was 
going back on its commitment, especially felt that we should 
correspond with the City and state that this type of activity 
would not be acceptable to the majority of residents of the Town. 


Sel. O'Connell stated that he had two problems with this proposal. 
One was a basic zoning question. He did not feel that the City 
of Marlborough had a lawful right to full municipal use outside 
of its municipal boundaries. Second, he wanted to clearly state 
that the land located in Southborough, 21 acres out of 29 in 
question was zoned residential and that despite what the City 
Council was saying, would not be turned into an industrial park. 
Third, regarding State Funding, in reviewing the application it 
was never clear that three quarters of the land was in 
Southborough, therefore, we cannot blame the State for not 
notifying us earlier of this application. We can only assume 
that they did not know, but if they had that they would normally 
have contacted us. We will urge the City of Marlborough to fall 
back on the other three sites, all located within the City limits. 
If they fail we should take vigorous steps to seek to prevent 
the funding of this project. Further, he would instruct the 
Admin. Asst. and Town Counsel to examine alternatives to pursue 
this matter. Chairman McAuliffe noted that the Mayor could 

veto the City Council appropriation, but since it was an 
unanimous vote, he would be over-ridden and still be able to 
keep his commitment to the Town. Mr. Meier questioned whether 
zoning could be changed at this location. Chm. McAuliffe noted 
that it will have to go to a Town Meeting, and although we do 
have a Special coming up, he didn't think there would be time. 
Sel. O'Connell indicated that there clearly wasn't time before 
that meeting, that it. has to be advertised for two consecutive 
weeks in the newspaper and the Planning Board has to hold 
hearings so many weeks in advance of the Special and that it is 
only three weeks away. Chm. McAuliffe further stated that he 
felt that the current zoning was strong enough and that the Town 
will do everything in its power to stop the self-help funding. 
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Selectmen considered the request from J. C. Kretchman for zoning 
approval for Pond property, Route 85 and Sears Road for a 
florist business. The Board VOTED unanimously to deny the 
request and referred the design to the Zoning Board of Appeals. 
They also denied a request of David A. Monroe, 156 Woodland 

Road for a garage and referred that to the ZBA.

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
oil Tuesday, March 27, 1979 


Present: Sel. Thomas W. McAuliffe and Donna L. McDaniel. There were 
also three members of the press: Sue Winmill, Gayle Davis, 
Danny Caruso. 


7:30 p.m. There was a public hearing on street acceptances scheduled. 
Four members of the Planning Board were present and Supt. 
of the Highway, John W. Boland. 


Learned Street in Fayville: 200 feet at the end of the street,which 
has been used routinely by the Town for a number of years, according 
to John Boland, proposed for acceptance as "merely a technicality." 

No opposition was expressed. 

New York Avenue: This is a brief section in the industrial park at the 
Framingham line. We need more information about what petitioners 
plans are, whether we want to pursue or not. 

Banfill Lane and portion of Fairview Drive: A number of residents from 
the streets were present. The deadline for bond on the streets is 
June. 1) A number of "fairly simple" things to be straigntened out 
but it is not clear where the developer stands. Developer is Paul 
Fantoni. Residents center of discussion was the water problems. At 
the suggestion of Sel. McAuliffe, builder Goodman and Fantoni to be 
asked to come in at the next meeting to discuss both the water problem 
and street acceptance. Planning Board said they will support whatever 
Highway Supt. John Boland recommends. Residents are to be informed of 
the meeting with Goodman and Fantoni. 


8:50 p.m. Hearing with petitioner, Ernest Kallander Sr., re abandon- 

ment of Valley Road. The Planning Board was present. Mr. 

Kallander said the two benefits of abandonment of the last 

and northerly, 103 feet of the road will be relieving the 
Town of the responsibility for upkeep and helping golf course survive 
because space is needed for a service building. The problem to be 
resolved, however, is the need for an easement for the Town plows and 
school buses to turn around at the new end of the road. That section 
belongs to Kallander's son. According to the elder Kallander, his 
son approves the easement. However, Sel. McAuliffe says that is 
contrary to what the Selectmen have been told. Sel. McAuliffe will 
doublecheck the situation. 


John Boland says there is no problem with abandoning the road 
as long as the turnaround can be provided. 


Parkerville Road residents inquired about signs they have requested for 
their street because of the speeding and inadequate ar~@ for children to 

pone walk to school. There is some discussion between Highway Supt. John 
Boland and Sel. McAuliffe about which signs were to be put up. John 
Boland said speed signs will go up next week and that school zone and 
"Slow Children" signs are and have been already there. However, 
additional signs can and will be put up, if that is what the intention 
was. 
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9:18 p.m. Meeting with Planning Board and Advisory Committee con- 
cerning Zoning By-Law changes in the warrant for Town 
Meeting. — 


Main discussion centered on the definition of "accessory apartment" 
in one article. A clearer definition has been provided by the MAPC 
and will be incorporated as an amendment at Town Meeting, according 
to Patricia Capone, Planning Board Chairman. The other questions 
revolve around allowing "minimal" alterations for the accessory 
apartment and whether a resident should be allowed to add on toa 
building for an accessory apartment or that such an apartment be 
allowed only within the structure as it now stands. 


10:05 p.m. Michelle Lanza of Turnpike Road inguired about 2 Wood- 
land Road asking the Planning Board about problems in 
enforcing by-laws that exist already. According to Lanza 

2 Woodland Road is stili operating. 


Letters read, including one to appoint Fred Mabardy as armorer. 
This appointment was approved. 


Also letter from EOEA concerning the Trotting Park was read. Stowe 
Road residents asked and were assured they would be able to partici- 
pate in planning, should the park become a reality. 


The Board of Selectmen VOTED to disapprove rdquest of Plywood Ranch, 
33 Turnpike Rd. for extension of a trailer permit. — 


Sel. McAuliffe reported on a letter he received from Arthur Kiley 
of Edgewood Rd. about vandalism problem and suggesting police tip- 
off people via their scanners. Sel. McAuliffe to speak with Chief 
about that.

Letter to Massachusetts §.P.C.A., Law Enforcement Dept., P.O. Box 
2314, Framingham, Attention Captain Lambert of Lt. Contos, re the 
euthanasia technique utilized by the Town for the destruction of 
animals. (Dog Officer Hamel utilizes the drug Succinyl Coholrane 
commonly known as Sucostrin.) The Admin. Asst. requested detailed 
information regarding the use of the drug T061 and certain licensing 
procedures which would be necessary for the Town's Dog Officer to 

be permitted to administer these drugs. 


Letter to Charles B. Swartwood, III, Esq., Mountain,Dearborn & 
Whiting, 370 Main St., Worcester, MA 01608 enclosing correspondence 
from the Regional Director of the Federal Insurance Administration, 
dated March 19, 1979, re property north of Southville Rd. which 

was discussed a number of weeks ago by Mr. Swartwood's client Mr. 
Garabedian. According to Federal records a marshland with contribu- 
ting drainage areas of less than one-half square mile does constitute 
a moderate flood hazard. According to the HUD records, the depth for 
one hundred year flood would be about two feet above normal water 
level in the marshy areas. 


MARLBOROUGH TROTTING PARK. Letter to Joel A. Lerner, Director, 
Executive Office of Environmental Affairs, Division of Conservation 
Services, 100 Cambridge St., Boston, MA 02202 acknowledging his letter 
dated March 26, 1979 to Marlboro Mayor Ferrecchia by Mr. Lerner. The 
Board requested clarification of two points included in that letter: 
namely, what options the Town of Southborough has regarding the ENF 
procedures and what evidence might be necessary to require more de- 
tailed environmental reviews than mere notification and publication 

of comments. Clarification was also requested regarding the 60-day 
limit as a means to expedite the process. 
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Letter to Charles F. Hamel, Dog Officer, enclosing correspondence to 
Captain Lambert of the Mass S.P.C.A. regarding Prosecuting Officer 
Peter Oberton's report to the Admin. Asst. concerning Mr. Hamel's 
alleged use of Sucostrin. The Town has not taken a position regard- 
ing banning the use of this euthanasia agent until certain informa- 
tion has been furnished regarding cost of alterante means. 


Letter to Town Counsel Frederick A. Busconi re the request of the 
Planning Board that he contact the Attorney General's Office, speci- 
fically the individuals who reviewed the Warrant Articles approved 
by Town Meeting for the final A.G. approval. The Planning Board 
and the Selectmen are concern about the need to reproduce the 
entire Warrant Article in the Legal Ad so as to give a full know- 
ledge of the scope of the proposed By-Law amendment. The amend- 
ments requested for this Annual Town Meeting cost $630.53 to adver- 
tise. Therefore, if it is possible to reduce costs such as these, 
the Board would like to know that in advance for next year's Town 
Meeting.

MINUTES OF MEETING 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Tuesday, April 3, 1979 


7:30 p.m. Present: Chairman Thomas W. McAuliffe, Sel. Paul R. 
to O'Connell, Jr., Sel. Donna L. McDaniel. 
8:00 p.m. 


The Selectmen met with approximately 18 citizens for 
the Revenue Sharing Proposed Use Hearing. Chairman McAuliffe read 
the legal ad as printed in the South Middlesex Daily News. He 
then informed the citizens present that under Federal Regulations 
the amount of revenue sharing available shall be identified, which 
he did in the legal ad. The recommendations of the Board of 
Selectmen for the expenditure of these funds were announced at this 
time. The Board of Selectmen recommended appropriating a 
substantial portion of this year's revenue sharing funds on hand 
and anticipated on the following schedule: 


l. 1979 = 1980 Installment on Town Hall Renovation Debt. 
S$ 30,000.00 
2. 1979 =- 1980 Installment on Town Hall Renovation Interest. 


S$ 10,680.00 
3. 1979 - 1980 Installment on Fire Headquarters Building Debt. 


S$ 35,000.00 


4. 1979 1980 Installment on Fire Headquarters Building Interest. 


S$ 13,387.50 

5. Purchase of two Police Cruisers. a 
S$ 14,600.00 
For a total of: S$ 103,667.50 


All of these items were included in the Annual Town Meeting Warrant 
for the April 9th Annual Town Meeting. 


Chairman McAuliffe then noted that the actual budget hearing where 
the revenue sharing funds would be appropriated would begin on 
April 9th at the first meeting of the Town Meeting. If it were 
necessary to reconvene the second session would begin at 7:30 p.m. 
on April 10, 1979. 


It was stated that the full budget might not be approved on the 9th, 
but perhaps that the Revenue Sharing Hearing would begin on 
April 9, 1979 and carry over to subsequent meetings, if necessary. 
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Certainly, consideration of the purchase of two police cruisers 
would be considered on the 10th or subsequent meetings. 

Chairman McAuliffe asked for comments from the audience regarding 
expenditure of revenue sharing funds. No comments were reported. 
It was also stated that the purchase of a sander cab and chassis 
would be contemplated if the other expenditures could be 
scheduled to utilize anticipated Revenue Sharing. 


8:00 p.m. The Board of Selectmen reconvened the Street Layout 
Hearing for Fairview Drive,Banfill Lane, New York 
Avenue and Learned Street. It should be noted that 
the first three of these streets were in approved 
subdivisions, while Learned Street did not lie in a subdivision 
and therefore was not under subdivision control law. MTwenty two 
citizens were present from various neighborhoods; as was John 
O'Neil representing Paramount Development Corporation, the 
developers of New York Avenue; and Planning Board Chairman 
Donald Dillman and members Margit Donath, Paul Brefka, James 
Denman and Patricia Capone, Planning Board Secretary Eleanor 
Stoddard. Highway Supt. John Boland was also present. 


Chairman McAuliffe then reconvened the Hearing on Fairview Drive 

and Banfill Lane at 8 p.m. First, he noted that at the last oe 
meeting he had promised to try and reach Mr. Goodman and Mr. 

Fantoni regarding the problems detailed on the third, in regard 

to completing the streets and have the Annual Town Meeting April 

9th accept them. He reported that Mr. Goodman stated that he 

would be out of town the night of the meeting. Mr. Fantoni 

indicated that his representative would be at the meeting at 8 p.m. 

(Mr. Fantoni himself arrived at 9:15 p.m.). 


Second, Chairman McAuliffe would ask Highway Supt. John W. Boland 
for an update. Third, he would request of the Planning Board 
their recommendation for the two roads. 


Sel. O'Connell questioned the Planning Board Chairman Donald 
Dillman requesting if the Planning Board had a position on the 
acceptance of these streets. Mr. Dillman indicated that they 
were awaiting the recommendations of the Highway Superintendent. 
Sel. O'Connell asked the Highway Superintendent Boland about the 
status of the two roads. Mr. Boland indicated that he did not 
know of any progress made beyond his prior correspondence with 
Mr. Fantoni. Sel. O'Connell asked if it was feasible to expect 
work to be completed by the Annual Town Meeting. Mr. Boland 
indicated that it was highly impractical that all the work could 
be accomplished by Monday or Tuesday of next week. Sel. O'Connell 
questioned how much communication Mr. Boland had with Mr. 
Fantoni over the past months. Mr. Boland indicated that he had 
had several verbal communications with Mr, Fantoni and Mr. 

Myron (his engineer), further these were confirmed in writing 
one week ago. Sel. O'Connell asked Mr. Boland what he would 
recommend at this time. Mr. Boland indicated that he would 
recommend against acceptance. 
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Sel. O'Connell asked the Planning Board about the security 
agreement with Mr. Fantoni for the completion of the work. 
Chairman Dillman noted that all work was to be completed by 

June 1, 1979. The Security Agreement represented funds ina 
bank book at the South Middlesex Savings Cooperative Bank. Mr. 
Brefka of the Planning Board indicated that the Security 
Agreement was for the completion of the entire subdivision, not 
merely the two roads which were being considered for acceptance 
this evening. Sel. O'Connell asked if timetables had been 
established with Mr. Fantoni regarding the completion of these 
roads. (He received no response to that question.) Larry 
Kimball questioned the cost of the work in the entire sub- 
division, as well as the cost of bringing the two areas in 
question up to standard. John Boland indicated that the work to 
be done in the entire subdivision was down to a level of 
approximately $94,000 last summer and at this time substantially 
less work than that remained to be done. However, the bond had 
not yet been renegotiated down to a new level. Mr. Boland 
indicated that except for a drainage problem between numbers 11 
and 13 Fairview Drive, the work left to be done in the first 
section of Fairview Drive and Banfill Lane was minimal. He was 
unable to offer a cost estimate on the drainage problem. Mr. 
Kimball requested a rough guess on the estimates. Mr. Boland 
indicated that it was impossible to even offer a rough guess 
because the range of solutions run from simply installing a 
surfact drain to the actual relocation of one or two septic 
systems. Mr. Kimball asked what progress was made on Section 3; 
Mr. Boland indicated that 75 to 80% of the work had been completed. 


Sel. McDaniel questioned whether or not the Town could take the 
money for the security agreement, finish the street, and do 
whatever was necessary to solve the water problem. Sel. O'Connell 
indicated that if the street was accepted, the Town would lose its 
rights to the bond and be burdened with the problems without any 
funds. However, if the Town took the bond then we must accept the 
street prior to fixing it as we did with Bantry Lane. Then we 
could appropriate the money and then try to solve the problem. 


Chairman McAuliffe noted that the street is unacceptable in its 
present state, the Town should move to secure the bond on June lst, 
then the Town could finish the job itself or hold a Special Town 
Meeting, accept the road and do the work as we did with Bantry. 

As he saw it, there were two solutions; 1. Mr. Fantoni could move 
quickly and solve all these problems himself or 2. the Town could 
take the money, accept the street through a Special Town Meeting 
and then complete the work. 


One resident of the area noted that the water problem in question is 
a seasonal one and that if Mr. Fantoni does not address it now or 

in the very near future, the problem simply goes away in the dry 
months, and it would be impossible to determine whether the 
suggested treatment actually solved the problem. Another resident 
questioned whether the Town could accept the street at the Town 
Meeting and make the vote effective to June lst of this year. 
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Sel. O'Connell noted that if the Town fails to lay out the 
street and work was completed by April 10th no matter how 
unlikely that may seem, then the residents of the street would 
have no chance of acceptance. While he would prefer not to 

lay out the street custom dictates that the Selectmen lay it 
out and at least offer the residents of that area a chance, the 
only chance left to them this year. 


Sel. O'Connell noted that not all abutters to the street had 
Signed the Lay-out Order permitting the Town to lay out this 
street as a public way. 


Chairman McAuliffe explained that this Article was Article 36 
and probably not considered during the first week of the Town 
Meeting. Town Meeting would then be adjourned to either the 
second or third week of April, perhaps. This might give Mr. 
Fantoni sufficient time to solve these problems. 


Mr. Kimball endorsed the position of Sel. O'Connell. He felt 
that the taxpayers should not bail out subdividers; felt that 
the best bet to enforce this feeling was to not lay out streets, 
but rather to give a clear message to Mr. Fantoni and 

to all other subdividers that the Town will not tolerate such 
activity. He further noted that if we do accept the lay-out 
order at this time, then the subdivider in question, Mr. 
Fantoni, would have little incentive to get the work done by 
April 10th and hoped that the Town Meeting might accept the 
street and "take him off the hook". 


Chairman McAuliffe stated that if Mr. Kimball's 
recommendation was accepted and then Mr. Fantoni finished the 
work, the Article could not be considered for a vote and the 
people of this area would be unduly penalized. 


A question from the audience asked why additional permits are 
continually given out for work when the road has not been 
completed. Sel. O'Connell stated that the Planning Board has 
requested of the Selectmen a number of times permission to 
deny additional building permits when other problems develop 
with subdividers. However, the Legislature offers subdividers 
the option to develop in one of two ways. They can either 
establish a bond or security agreement for the completion of 
the roadways, then begin work on the road and lots 
simultaneously or they can establish an agreement where the 
road and all of the utilities are established, accepted prior 
to the construction of any homes. However, the prerogative 
rests with the subdivider, not the Planning Board or the Town 
and, therefore, the Planning Board and Selectmen are powerless 
to try and reverse this trend. 
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Sel. O'Connell MOVED that Banfill Lane and that portion of 

Fairview Drive described in the Lay-out Order be laid out. For 

the record Sel. O'Connell noted that this Motion was made in order 
to keep the issue alive; in order to allow the petitioners for the 
acceptance of this road the option to have their Article considered 
at this Annual Town Meeting. If the developer has not satisfied 
the Highway Supt.'s requirements, the Planning Board's require- 
ments, then the Selectmen will recommend against acceptance at the 
Annual Town Meeting. However, they could not even consider the 
Article at the Annual Town Meeting if action were not taken this 
evening to lay out the road. Sel. McDaniel seconded the Motion 

and the reasons for the Motion. The Motion was approved by 
unanimous voice VOTE. The Hearing ended at 9:00 p.m. 


9:00 p.m. The Street Acceptance Hearing for New York Avenue 

reconvened. John O'Neill, an Attorney for Paramount 

Development Corporation, developers of the 

Framingham Industrial Park and developers of New York 
Avenue, was present. Chairman McAuliffe noted that proposed 
reconstruction work suggested by the State Department of Public 
Works to correct traffic problems in the vicinity would require an 
expansion of New York Avenue. These problems were generated by 
continued growth of the Industrial Park and limited access to 
Route 9. Mr. Boland then noted that the section of New York 
Avenue in question was very small. He would prefer to see the 
State's final plans prior to taking action. For example, if the 
Town accepted the road and the Commonwealth required land-takings 
on both sides, then the project would be held up until the next 
Annual Town Meeting when the Town is able to grant or accept 
easements for actual transfer of land to or from the Commonwealth. 
However, if the parcel stays in private hands these arrangements 
could be worked out in a matter of days or weeks, not holding the 
project up for an additional year. Attorney O'Neill felt that 
these reasons did not justify the action of not laying out the 
road and keeping it in private hands. Sel. McDaniel noted that 
Mr. Boland's explanation seemed to offer compelling reasons not 
to accept the road at this time, especially as regards the 
possibility of future land-taking which could drag out the 
project an additional year and create difficulties with the State 
and difficulty for Paramount Development and the continual 
development of the Industrial Park. She noted that we simply don't 
know what the final State plans will be at this time; whether they 
will widen Route 30, widen New York Avenue or widen both. The 
Planning Board supported Mr. Boland's recommendation. 


Sel. O'Connell questioned Mr. O'Neill as to the practical 
consequences to the property owner; further the status of the 
roadway in Framingham and what hardships the developer would 
experience in the event that the road acceptance were delayed one 
year. Mr. Boland stated that the street condition was not a problem 
and that as far as that is concerned he would recommend acceptance 
at this time. Regarding the practical maintenance it was his 
understanding that Framingham was now maintaining this road and that 
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the rest of the roads in the Industrial Park constituted of 
town ways in Framingham. Given the lay-out of the 
subdivision and the very small section of New York Avenue in 
question it is most likely plowed and otherwise maintained by 
the Town of Framingham. 


Attorney O'Neill noted that the street acceptance is not a 
burning issue with his client; that the last piece of 

abutting property owned by Paramount has been conveyed out to 
American Optical and in effect the developer has no interest 
left in that section of New York Avenue; now the owner of 
record is American Optical for both parcels. However, 
Paramount is interested in the $7,275.00 bond which Mr. O'Neill 
stated that Paramount has tried to recover from the Planning 
Board for at least one year. Mr. O'Neill would appreciate the 
opportunity to talk with the Planning Board this evening about 
that matter. 


9715 pem:. The Selectmen agreed to defer this matter until 
later in the evening, after Mr. O'Neill has had the 
opportunity to meet with the Planning Board and Mr. 

Boland to discuss the possibility of delaying the project one 

year and, at the same time, expediting the return of the bond 

pending completion of this road. 


9:15 p.m. The Selectmen held a Lay-out Hearing for Learned 
Street. Mr. Boland recommended in favor of the 
acceptance of the street. The Planning Board noted 

that this was not a subdivision street, but still offered 

the recommendation to concur with the Highway Supt.'s 

recommendation. Sel. O'Connell asked if the deed plan were 

available; the answer was in the affirmative by Admin. 

Assistant Lundblad; then asked if the road met with Mr. Boland's 

standards, he answered in the affirmative. The Selectmen 

approved by unanimous voice VOTE to lay out Learned Street as 
described in the lay-out order read by Chairman McAuliffe. 


9:20 p.m. The Board of Selectmen met with Chief Edward F. 
to Brock and Brian Mauro. This was a reconvened 

9:45 p.m. meeting from Tuesday, March 20, 1979 regarding the 
complaint made by Mr. Mauro about the hiring 
practices of the Fire Department. Chief Brock had 

offered detailed information to the Selectmen, both regarding the 

interview process by the individual chiefs as well as the 

break-down of the sub-test scores for each candidate. Because 

of the confidential nature of the test scores the Board of 

Selectmen did not read them aloud, but rather reviewed them 

at the beginning of the meeting. The Chief noted that in the 

future he would meet with the Board of Selectmen prior to 
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oo establishing an appointment procedure so that problems of this sort 
could be headed off in advance. Further, he would give greater 
preference to call men, either by giving them a guaranteed number of 
points for each year of service or some such system. 


Sel. O'Connell felt that the Selectmen should not set up the 
process; rather that the three Selectmen should each go on record 
to Chief Brock expressing his/her concern about hiring process and 
that when the next hirings are made in this Department whether 
Chief Brock is the Chief or if any of the current Selectmen are 
still the Selectmen, at least there will be some record of some of 
the concerns that were identified using this hiring process. Mr. 
Mauro, when asked if he had any questions, simply noted that he 
appreciated the time and the effort taken by the Selectmen and 

the Chief and felt that the matter was professionally handled and 
well analyzed. 


9:45 p.m. The Selectmen considered the Hearing to Abandon a portion 
of Valley Road as requested by Ernest L. Kallander. This 
also represented a reconvened hearing from March 27th. 

After much discussion and after reviewing initial correspondence 

by Mr. Kallander, Selectmen noted that correspondence should be 

sent to Mr. Kallander noting that the turn-around requested had not 

been included with his plans or with subsequent information 

furnished by him. Further, that the easement description and the 
description of the taking of the turn-around are not included as 

required, without which the Selectmen would have to withdraw their 
support. Finally, the abandonment of that portion of Valley Road 

would afford Mr. Kallander merely 16.5 feet which given the 15 

foot setback requirements on the by-law would tend to not offer him 

the size parcel he needs for the construction of his storage 

building. Therefore, unless he could furnish official communication 
from the Metropolitan District Commission that they were willing 

to transmit the property that they would receive from the 

abandonment to him or Stoney Brook Golf Course; that the abandon- 

ment of this section of the road would not be a solution to his 
problem and, therefore, should not be considered since the only 
merits in the case of the abandonment would be to assist Mr. 

Kallander in establishing a storage building at the northeasterly 

corner of his property. 


The Selectmen then noted that they would reconvene the Hearing on 
Valley Road after completion of the reconvened hearing of the 
lay-out of New York Avenue. Attorney O'Neill returned from the 
meeting with the Planning Board and Mr. Boland at 10:12 p.m. 


10:12 p.m. The Board of Selectmen moved to reopen the reconvened 
to Lay-out Hearing for New York Avenue. Sel. O'Connell 
10:18 p.m. asked whether the Paramount Development Corporation 

| would like the entire bond back or merely a

7:40 p.m. Boston Rd. (near Lamb Hill Road) requested an increase in 
their fuel storage license to include 100,000 gallons: of 
gasoline. Chairman McAuliffe read the Legal Ad aloud. 

Mr. Merloni presented the plans showing the location of 
the tanks in the ground in addition, he demonstrated that all abutters 
were notified by mailing of certified mail.

Lundblad noted that it has been vacant for at 
least one year, but no longer than fourteen or fifteen months. Ms. 
Lanza stated that the property had been vacant well over two years, 
at which time Mr. Lundblad produced records from the Board of 
Selectmen's Office indicating that at least until November of 1977 
the property was occupied by Robert White. Subsequent to that 
occupancy, another couple ran an antique business from the same 
location for at least four to six months before closing. 
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Therefore it was concluded that the building has been vacant no more 
than twelve to fourteen months.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


pe August 14, 1979 


Present: Chairman Paul R. O'Connell, Jr.; Sel. Donna L. McDaniel; 
Sel. Louis J. Bartolini; Administrative Assistant John 
A. Lundblad; members of the Press and two citizens. 
(Held in Conference Room A). 


7:30 p.m. No appointments were scheduled. The Selectmen met to 
finalize the selection process for Police Sergeant and 
Patrolman. Sel. McDaniel moved that the Selectmen 
adopt the proposed policy prepared by the Administrative Assistant 
entitled "Police Sergeants Selection Process" to include only 
parts 1 and 2A which would handle the In-House selection process. 
In addition, the Memo presented by the Administrative Assistant 
at the meeting detailing the weighing of the criteria as well as 
establishment of Pass/Fail for three criteria was voted into the 
Procedure Manual. This entire procedure follows verbatim: 


POLICE SERGEANT SELECTION PROCESS 


I. PREFERENCE GIVEN TO FULL-TIME REGULAR POLICE OFFICERS 
CURRENTLY EMPLOYED BY THE TOWN. Prior to any adver- 
tising or soliciting of the general public, first 
priority shall be given to full-time regular officers. 
If a qualified candidate is not found among those 
individuals, then the selection process would be 
opened up to all other persons. 


II. SELECTION PROCESS 
A. IN-HOUSE SELECTION PROCESS 


1. Full-time regular police officers shall 
be notified in writing of the vacancy, 
and of the procedures and timetable 
for the selection process. 


2. Applications shall be reviewed by the 
Selectmen, the Police Chief and the Ad- 
ministrative Assistant to the Selectmen. 


3. All applicants shall be given a written 
examination. A reading list will be 
provided at least three weeks prior to 
the examination date. 


4. All applicants must submit a certified 
proficiency score for firearms 
qualification, less than twelve months old. 


5. All applicants shall submit to a physical 
examination to test strength, agility 
and endurance. 
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All applicants shall submit to a 
medical examination conducted by a 
physician other than their regular 
physician at the Town's expense. 


All applicants shall be interviewed by 
the Board of Selectmen, Chief of Police, 
Administrative Assistant to the Selectmen. 


The appointment by the Board of Selectmen 
shall be based upon the applicant's 
record, physical condition, written 
examination score, proficiency with 
firearms, medical condition, willingness 
to further his or her education in Law 
Enforcement or Criminal Justice, cumulative 
evaluations by the Police Chief as well as 
any specialized training and/or any awards 
or citations the applicant has received 
while a member of any public service 
agency. The final decision shall also 
take into consideration the applicant's 
general appearance, intelligence and 
ability to communicate as determined in 
the interview process. 


B. OPEN SELECTION PROCESS 


des 


In the event that a successful candidate 

is not selected from within the Southborough 
Police Department, then advertisements shall 
be placed in area publications to solicit 
applications. 


Minimum requirements would include: A 
Bachelors Degree in Criminal Justice or Law 
Enforcement on full-time status as a regular 
police officer certified by the Massachusetts 
Criminal Justice Training Council. 


Applications shall be reviewed by the 
Selectmen, the Police Chief and the 
Administrative Assistant to the Selectmen. 
The applicants who are selected for inter- 
views shall first complete steps 4 - 8. 


All finalists shall be given a written 
examination. A reading list will be 
provided at least three weeks prior to the 
examination date. 


All finalists must submit a certified 
proficiency score for firearms qualification, 
less than twelve months old. 


All finalists shall submit to a physical 
examination to test strength, agility and 
endurance. 
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7. All finalists shall submit to a medical 
examination conducted by a physician other than 
their regular physician at the Town's expense. 


8. All finalists shall be interviewed by the 
Board of Selectmen, Chief of Police, 
Administrative Assistant to the Selectmen. 


9. The appointment by the Board of Selectmen shall 
be based upon the finalists record, physical 
condition, written examination score, 
proficiency with firearms, medical condition, 
willingness to further his or her education 
in Law Enforcement or Criminal Justice, as 
well as any specialized training and/or any 
awards or citations the finalist has received 
while a member of any public service agency. 
The final decision shall also take into 
consideration the finalists general appearance, 
intelligence and ability to communicate as 
determined in the interview process. 


Sel. Bartolini seconded the Motion, discussion followed regarding 
Section 2B of the suggested procedure. Sel. McDaniel expressed 
concern with the fact that the outside hiring process would encourage 
college graduates who had no Police Department experience. Sel. 
McDaniel felt that a position such as sergeant should be staffed by 
people who had street experience as well as classroom experience. 

No consensus was reached by the Board of Selectmen regarding this 
matter. 


In addition, there was discussion regarding the use of the word 
"willingness" in Section 2A, 8 when discussing in-service training 
for department personnel. Sel. McDaniel felt that the word 
willingness was too weak and that a stronger word such as commitment 
or dedication or demonstrated experience should be used. Sel. 
Bartolini felt that the wording should be left as is, giving the 
Selectmen the discretion to interpret whether willingness meant 
intent or action. Chairman O'Connell suggested that the word 
commitment be substituted for willingness, thereby offering both 
Sel. Bartolini and Sel. McDaniel the ability to read into that 
word either action or willingness. That wording was agreed to by 
the Board. It was moved by Sel. McDaniel to replace the word 
willingness in Section 2A,8 with the word commitment, seconded by 
Sel. Bartolini; as an amendment to the original motion it passed 
unanimously. Thereupon, the original motion passed unanimously at 
8:10 p.m. 


The Selectmen then discussed the strategy for hiring a police officer, 
assuming that a sergeant is found within the ranks of our current 
patrolman force. Sel. Bartolini moved that the process be set in 
motion with an advertisement as soon as possible, preferably on 

the next Sunday Want Ad Section seeking out an applicant for a 
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police patrol person position. Motion was seconded by Sel. 
McDaniel. Chairman O'Connell suggested that the pay scale be 
included in the want ad this time and that some sort of a letter 
accompany the instruction sheet and application instructing all 
applicants that this vacancy will exist only if a patrolman 

is promoted to the rank of sergeant. Deadline for applications 
was established as the 29th of August so that Sel. McDaniel 
could review them and Sel. Bartolini and Chairman O'Connell 
could hold the interviews in Sel. McDaniel's absence during the 
first week of September. The second week of September the 
finalists would be interviewed in a second round once Sel. 
McDaniel returned. The Board VOTED unanimously to approve this 
procedure. The record should show that the patrolman hiring 
process is identical to that used for the hiring of Officer 
Gray, the most recent patrolman hired in the Southborough 
Police Department. 


Regarding the two police dispatcher positions, the Selectmen 
were notified by the Administrative Assistant that a want ad 
had been placed in the South Middlesex News on Friday last 
and that the Administrative Assistant and the Chief would be 
interviewing applicants on Monday and recommending to the 
Board the following evening. 


Sel. Bartolini moved to appoint Nelson Goldin, Janice Norcross, 
James Gosnell, Denson Satterfield and Paul Nelson as Reserve 
Officers in the Southborough Police Department. Records 

should show that all of these individuals were carried as 
Auxiliaries and no longer function in that category. Sel. 
McDaniel seconded the Motion, it was APPROVED unanimously by 

a voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen. 


Michele Lanza then asked the Board whether her classification 

as a Special Officer would be reinstated since she had been 
reinstated as an Auxiliary Officer. The Selectmen indicated that 
they felt that this would occur; however, those recommendations

Present: Chairman Paul R. O'Connell, Jr., Selectman Louis J.

7:30 p.m. The Board of Selectmen held a Site Plan Hearing for Ply- 
to wood Ranch, 33 Turnpike Road, Fayville. Present: Steven 

7:38 p.m. White, representing Plywood Ranch; James Denman repre- 

senting the Planning Board; Building Inspector Edgar A. 

Phaneuf, Jr. Mr. White gave a brief presentation de- 
sribing the conversion of a small portion of a warehouse to office 
use. Mr. White indicated that three abutters had not responded; 
they were George Flynn, identified Map 39, Lot 19; the Williams 
Brothers, Map 39, Lot 22 and Ferrari Pools, Map 39, Lot 40, all 
commercial uses. 


When asked if he had any objections, Mr. Phaneuf indicated that the 
only concern expressed by his department was a fire safety problem 
he had discussed with Fire Chief Brock. The relocation of the 
dumpster from the alley between the buildings to an area in the 
parking lot would satisfy their concerns. He did not feel that that 
would have to be shown on a revised plan so long as the dumpster 
stayed out of the alley. Mr. White agreed. Mr. Denman of the Plan- 
ning Board, when asked if the Planning Board had reviewed the 
document, indicated in the affirmative and stated that they had no 
objections or comments to the use.

Barto- 
lini indicated that the request was originally turned down by the 
Board of Selectmen and that in order for the License to be issued 
by this Board in this residential use zone with a pre-existing non- 
conforming use, the Board would have to turn down Mr. Sarkisian's 
request for a Class II Used Car License as was a pre-existing non- 
conforming use and he would appeal that decision to. the Zoning 
Board-of- Appeals. Chairman O'Connell seconded the motion and it 
was approved by unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen. 


8:00 p.m. The Selectmen met with Dr. and Mrs. Robert Spayne, recon- 
vening a Site Plan Hearing for customary home occupation 
at their residence on 167 Parkerville Road. Also present: 
Mr. Kamp; Mr. and Mrs. Nutter, direct abutters to the 

Spaynes; James Denman of the Planning Board and Edgar A. Phaneuf, Jr., 

Building Inspector. Chairman O'Connell noted that the use comes 

within customary home occupation in that it is clearly secondary to 

the dwelling: (for the use of a one-stall garage), ) there is no 

non-resident employed on site (two are permitted by by-laws), ) no 
exterior disturbances are protected regarding traffic noise or other 
nuisances (parking will be discussed later), ) with adequate parking 
at one space per forty square feet of use and one space for the single- 
family residence could be provided if shown on the plan for a total 

of six spaces. Chairman O'Connell felt, however, that six spaces in 

the small front yard of the Spaynes, although physically possible, 
would make the area more unsightly than if one or two spaces could 

be allowed; further, no exterior display of materials was anticipated. 

Board of Health approval has been granted and the proposed sign is 

within acceptable limits. Therefore, the Board of Selectmen has no 

descretion regarding the permit before them, but to grant it if the 

Six parking spaces can be shown. 


Further, Chairman O'Connell noted that given the small area in question 
and given other uses in the Town, he would prefer not to see all five 
spaces provided in the front lot yard. However, the Board does not 
possess that discretion to make these sort of decisions, feels very 
uncomfortable compeling six spaces; further, noting that it will 
probably create a greater nuisance for the neighborhood than if two 
or three spaces were provided in the form of a turn-around off of 

the driveway. Chairman O'Connell noted that the intent of the By-Law 
and the intent of the Site Plan was to preserve the integrity of 
neighborhoods, whether they be commercial, industrial, or residential. 
However, in order to meet the parking requirement, the intent of the 
By-Law would certainly be abridged. Therefore, he would recommend 
that the petitioners request two spaces, have the Board of Selectmen 
reject this request and go to the ZBA for a special permit or variancce. 
Tt is that Board that has discretion in granting permits and variances, 
therefore, giving them some discretion regarding the interpretation 

of the By-Law. Dr. Spayne stated that he knew that there are offices 
and businesses in homes without any off-street parking and that this 
whole process seems patently unfair to those people who do try to 

work within the system. Further, given the configuration of his lot 
which is quite hilly and filled with ledge, it would not be easily 
landscaped into a parking area. He asked if the Board of Selectmen

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had any options whatsoever other than providing six spaces or going 
through the ZBA. Chairman O'Connell indicated that they had no 
discretion regarding contour of the land, financial hardships, 
geographic hardships or hardships regarding the preservations of 
residential areas. Mr. Spayne asked if the ZBA does have that 
discretion; Chairman O'Connell responded in the affirmative. 

Sel. Bartolini stated that the lot need not be paved, could perhaps 
be graveled and that the Spaynes should resubmit the Site Plan with 
parking, thet the Board would have no choice but to approve. Chair- 
man O'Connell questioned the abutters regarding the options: 1. If 
the ZBA were to grant a variance for two spaces instead of five, 
would they favor the proposal in that form over five spaces. Mr. 
Nutter reiterated his concern with safety, stated that he would 
like to keep all the cars off the street and would prefer the five 
spaces. Mr. Nutter indicated that visitors and strangers do not 
know the danger of this street, that the number of spaces would not 
matter as much as the traffic hazard matters. Chairman O'Connell 
then confirmed that Mr. Nutter would prefer five to two spaces; 

he answered in the affirmative. Sel. Bartolini questioned Mr. 
Nutter, stating that he knew them to be a couple who entertained a 
lot of people, that this sort of activity generates a lot of 
traffic, a lot of cars usually in the hours of darkness where it 
would be a greater safety hazard if this were, in fact, the problem. 
Mr. Nutter confirmed that, but stated that he would prefer to see 
the commercial operation next door to his house with a widened 
driveway and a parking area. Mr. Spayne indicated that he had no 
objection to clearing the driveway entrance, but he could not 
control the speed of traffic on the road and he should not be 
blamed for that. Chairman O'Connell asked Mr. Kamp if he wished 
to answer the question regarding the choice of two of five spaces. 
Mr. Kamp indicated the parking seems to be the only issue relevent 
for discussion and that the other objections are not built into 
the By-Law. He would prefer two to five, but he is generally 
opposed to the whole matter on the ground stated previously. Sel. 
Bartolini recommended that the Spaynes resubmit with the correct 
number of spaces of unpaved parking, but agreed among themselves 
not to cut up the entire yard or ruin the neighborhood, rather to 
accept two or three spaces instead of putting in all five. Chair- 
man O'Connell felt that they should consider the alternative of 
tidying up the plan and showing to spaces, then being denied and 
going to ZBA or tidying up the plan showing five spaces for 
customers and one for family; it would be approved as a right. 

Mrs. Spayne indicated that she would never need all five spaces. 
That issue was not challenged. Mr. Denman of the Planning Board 
stated that the Planning Board had no objectives provided that 
the offstreet parking provision was complied with. The sign did 
not exceed four square feet. No other concerns were expressed 

by the Planning Board. Mr. Nutter questioned whether second-hand 
books would attract yourgters and whether there was a zoning by- 
law requirement for bicycle racks. Chairman O'Connell indicated 
that there was not: further, he stated that the current plan sub- 
mitted by the Spaynes does not show off-street parking and that 
this plan should be resubmitted with whatever number they feel 
appropriate and that the action of the Board of Selectmen will be 
dictated by the parking spaces submitted. Chairman O'Connell 
noted that no further action would be taken on this petition until 
the plan is resubmitted, at which time the abutters would be 
notified by the Selectmen's office. Hearing adjourned at 8:32 p.m.

7:30 p.m. Paul R. O'Connell, Jr. stated that it was his feeling that 
last April's Town Meeting stated that the Town should not 
consider whether or not it should sell the Fire Station 
building until the Town had analyzed its future space 

needs in order to avoid the possibility that we would dispose of the 

building this year and find that we had need of just such a building 

a few years in the future. 


Paul R. O'Connell, Jr. also expressed a personal feeling that his 
greatest disappointment over the past ten years in Town government 
is the inability of Town Departments to join in cooperative efforts. 
He stated that he felt that this was largely due to the fact that 
so many departments are staffed by part-time personnel who are busy 
enough attempting to keep up with the demands of their own 
department and thus have little time to engage in planning efforts. 
His feeling is that town residents would like to see departments 
plan cooperatively during the year and he thinks our greatest 

pronase opportunity to do so is when we have a particular issue to focus upon. 


| Howard Truesdale reaffirmed his note, i.e. that he needs some 
aed storage space, but is flexible as to location. If the Fire Station 
site is not available, he feels sure that he would be able to find 
some place elsewhere. 


Regarding the Water Department, if the Fire Station building is not 
available, they need a place to store the backhoe and they would 
like to have an area to service water meters - - an operation 
presently being conducted at Oak Hill. Mr. Valcour expressed a 
personal feeling that the Department could get along for the next 
five years with its present facilities even if the Fire Station were 
not available. 


The Cemetery Department said that in fact they had little storage 
space available and that only is loft storage. 


Henry Valcour suggested that we develop some figures such as the 
following: 


1. What is the cost of ordinary maintenance of the Fire 
Station in its present condition, i.e. leaving it vacant. 


2. What would it cost to put the building in a condition 
= whereby we could store Town equipment in it? 


3. What would it cost to renovate it for offices and 
regarding Nos. 2 and 3, what would the annual maintenance cost? 


4. What would be the revenue to the Town if the building were 
sold, i.e. sales price and annual tax revenue. 
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There seemed to be some agreement that the departments can get 
along with existing facilities for the next five years whether 
or not the Fire Station building is available. Also, we agreed 
that it is unlikely the Town will be more able to afford a 
substantial facility expansion five years from today. 


Is the Fire Station building an appropriate (or an economical) 
town facility next year? In five years? Ten years? By town 
facility we mean first, as an equipment storage area and second, 
for office space. 


There seemed to be no dire space needs in the next five years. 
Sherman Ball expressed a concern that while we may not need the 
building in the first five years, we may need it in the next ten. 
Paul R. O'Connell, Jr. stated his opinion that if we keep the 
building "temporarily", departments will develop "temporary" 
needs for the building, which needs will become permanent ones. 


Howard Truesdale and Leo Pessini expressed personal feelings 
that the Town should hang on to the building and keep it empty, 
i.e. just maintain it. They feel that it is a hedge against the 
need for newer buildings by departments; unless we can realize 
some substantial revenues out of the sale of the building. 


Another alternative to consider would be to renovate the ee 
building and lease it for private uses. That would allow for 
revenue in the meantime and preserve a hedge against the future. 


John Mauro expressed a personal feeling that the Town will have 
a public need for the building at some point in the future. 


We could develop some dollar figures as Henry Valcour suggested 

and then attempt to crystalize our thoughts so as to come up with 
several specific alternatives, both with respect to the Fire Station 
building and generally with respect to building and storage space 
needs for departments. We should then forward those thoughts to 

the various boards and call for another meeting. Paul R. 

O'Connell, Jr. would suggest this one be on a Tuesday.

Mrs. Ostrovsky questioned whether 
a long-term lease could be executed at a nominal fee based on square 
footage and have the tenants carry out all necessary renovations. 
Mrs. Otavsky felt that the people at the Town Meeting disliked the 
concept of selling the fire station through a committee, but would 
not oppose selling the fire station through direct Town Meeting 
action. 


Chairman O'Connell noted that the Board of Selectmen and the commit- 
tee, designated to oversee this process could not convince develop- 
ers to put the necessary amount of money into the development plans 
without assurances from the Town Meeting that this building would 
in fact be sold. Chairman O'Connell indicated that over the next 
eight months firm disposition plans have to be executed, but over 
the next sixty days more important short-term arrangements must be 
made to protect the building against winter. Chairman O'Connell 
then reviewed a memo from Admin. Asst. Lundblad regarding expenses 
for the short-term repair of the fire station. Chairman O'Connell 
felt that these were reasonable expenditures for shoreterm 
preservation which would enhance the value of the building or at 
the very least prevent further deterioration of the building. A 
Question and Answer period followed between Admin. Asst. Lundblad 
and various members of the Advisory Committee regarding this re- 
quest for transfer and Energy Policy memorandums regarding the 
Police Staton and Fayville Village Hall. 


Chairman Chapin Fay of the Advisory Committee informed the Select- 
men that the Advisory Committee would consider a transfer request 
for the work to be done at the Fire Headquarters Building.

= There were no other bids received. After reviewing the bids, Admin. 
Assistant Lunblad recommended that they be awarded. Sel. McDaniel moved to 
accept the bids as submitted, seconded by Chairman O'Connell and APPROVED by 
unanimous voice VOTE of the Board of Selectmen. 


7:30 p.m. The Selectmen met with Patricia Capone, James Denman, Paul Brefka, Fred 
Ellis, John Boland, Edgar Phaneuf, Jr., regarding a letter from Admin. 
Assistant Lundblad to Patricia Capone suggesting certain changes in the 
zoning permit process in relation to the Planning Board review. Mrs. Capone stated: 
(1) that the Planning Board never visits the sites on simple single-family residence 
requests; in fact, will only visit the site if a major subdivision or other problem 
that is brought to their attention. (2) They merely review the plans submitted. They 
assume that the buildings will be placed as submitted. (3) She stated that the Board 
agrees that if Mr. Phaneuf does have time to go out and make sit inspections and do 
these things in a timely fashion, that they would prefer that. However, they are 
concerned that he does not now have the time to carry out the lengthly list of tasks 
the Selectmen assign to him. They questioned whether this would require additional 
manpower in the future. Chairman O'Connell stated emphatically that it would not 
require additional manpower and that from his knowledge of being a former Planning 
Board member, the work which the Planning Board currently does for these requests 
could easily be done by the Building Inspector as he visits the site with perhaps 
the Board of Health agent or the Highway Supt. 


Chairman O'Connell stated that the original request to have the Planning Board re- 
view these goes back to the days before the full-time Admin. Assistant or Building 
Inspector when the Selectmen requested help of other boards in order to try and 
streamline the process. Further, he stated that the foundation certificate re- 
quested by the Board of Health would also go a long way in helping the Building 
Inspector and the Health Agent verify the locations of all structures, according 
to plans as submitted. He stated that there is no way that a foundation location 
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can be done without a field survey and that the Building Inspector can simply make a 
judgement based upon a tape and existing markers unless a foundation certification is 
required. 


Regarding Mr. Denman's statement that within the last two weeks two revised plans were 
submitted because the lots had houses built too close to the sideline, Chairman 
O'Connell stated that there is no way that anyone could verify this in advance without 
a field survey. Mr. Brefka stated that if foundation certifications are required with 
elevations and location, then the Building Inspector could easily verify location and 
solve this problem from now on. Chairman O'Connell stated that the setback as well as 
the elevation is tied into this permit and that a copy of the plan with this permit if 
necessary, would be made available to the Planning Board and checked by the Building 
Inspector against the records of the Assessors. If the Planning Board wishes to con- 
tinue to verify the plot against their own records, a copy of the plot plan could be 
sent to the Planning Board on a monthly basis. Mr. Denman asked whether they were 
sacrificing speed for efficiency since Chairman O'Connell stated that his understand- 
ing was that this was a rather mechanical function and it belongs with staff instead 
of a policy making board like the Planning Board. Mr. Denman suggested that the 
Board secretary carry out this function. Chairman O'Connell stated that he had no 
preferences as to who should do it, but preferred that it be a full-time staff person 
easily reachable by engineers and applicants alike who could go into the field and 
read off these plans to determine if the locations are in fact accurate. Mrs. Capone 
restated her support for the process, support for Mr. Phaneuf to do this work as a 
consensus statement by the Planning Board. Chairman O'Connell stated that Mr. Phaneuf 
would be meeting with them in the near future to set up a check list to work out the 
procedure for initiating and starting up this program. 


8:15 p.m. The Selectmen met with George Killam, Chairman, Conservation Commission. 
to Mr. Killam stated that he did not believe any other members of the Board 
8:20 p.m. would be present. Mr. Killam stated that the Conservation Commission sup- 

ported this proposal and just questioned what priority this would have in 

Mr. Phaneuf's all ready busy schedule. They would like a list of all lots 
signed off; they would like to sit down and draft a punch-list with Mr. Phaneuf, but 
in general felt that it was a desirable move. 


8:25 p.m. The Selectmen met with the Board of Health; three members, Philip Mauch, 

to John Bartolini, Timothy Stone; Peter Savello; Janice Conlin, Secretary. 

8:50 p.m. Dr. Stone stated that the Board of Health had reviewed this letter and felt 
that the Board of Health was not holding up any applicafits for an unduly 
long length of time. He felt that in other towns there were full-time 

help and that the Board of Health had delegated greater powers to an agent or sanitarian. 

In this town the Board of Health prefers to go over each plan themselves, to make 

their own recommendations and their own changes; that if the Town wanted a system 

whereby the Board of Health delegated all these powers then it would merely meet as 

a Board of Appeals when the sanitarian or health agent turned down a permit. If 

this were the case, then we would have to hire an expert and pay him at an expert 

salary. Mr. Mauch felt that the Board of Health basically sticks by the five items 

listed in the attached sheet with the letter. He would like to know who created all 

the lengthy delays noted on the first page of the Admin. Assistant's letter. Chair- 

man O'Connell stated that the letter was not meant to specify who was at fault, 

that all boards were at fault, no one group was the culprit. 


In addition, he is not seeking to recommend that any one board go out of business 
and become an appeal board or cease to exist, but rather that the system be stream- 
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lined and that routine permits be expedited. Further, that applicants to the Board 

of Health be acquainted with the process and understand when they have been denied and 
the reason for that denial. Dr. Stone questioned why permits do not run on parallel 
tracks and converge instead of having them run in sequence. Mr. Bartolini stated that 
it was his understanding that all permits were approved within five to ten days. Mr. 
Savello previews them, offers imput for redesign, the majority of the simple ones come 
back and are approved in two weeks or less. Mr. Savello stated that it routinely takes 
five days to review a plan and that the engineers will file these approximately seven 
days before the meeting because they know the timetable for the Board of Health. If 
the plan is routine, it can be approved without a vote of the Board of Health, but it 
would have to be hand-delivered from house to house and initialed by the members and 

he would prefer not to do that sort of thing, but rather to hold the meetings in public. 
Chairman O'Connell stated that if a five to ten day turnaround could be maintained by 
the Board of Health, that no other changes would be necessary. He would strongly sup- 
port their expediting single family development, single family home applications and 
process them with a five to ten day turnaround. Chairman Mauch noted that the Board of 
Health now notifies applicants and engineers if a plan is withheld or not approved, 
denied or tabled. In the past, only engineers were notified and they sometimes failed 
to notify applicants. Further, he stated that the applicants have the responsibility to 
pressure their engineers to make the changes and get back to the Board of Health and 
that these problems cannot be attributed to a Board of Health delay. Finally, Mr. 
Mauch stated that he would welcome the Admin. Assistant's monitoring their timetable 
and commenting on the time it takes to gather the approval package for sinale-family 
homes. 


8:50 p.m. The Selectmen met with Richard Upjohn of the Conservation Commission. Mr. 
to Upjohn stated that he had thought that the meeting was scheduled for later 
8:55 p.m. and apologized for missing Mr. Killam's presentation. He stated that he 
personally supported the change and hoped that Mr. Phaneuf would have the 
time and would be able to work with the Conservation Commission in setting 
up a check list. The Selectmen made appointments to the Special Municipal Employees 
(Advisory Committee) Ostrander, Edder and Minor. 


Selectmen noted the resignation of Phylis Self from the Southborough School Committee, 
requested the Admin. Assistant to work with School Committee Chairman Robert Spayne to 
find out what procedure he wished to follow regarding the replacement of Mrs. Self on 
this Committee. 


Selectmen met with John Boland regarding Stowe Road and complaints from Mr. Meier re- 
garding the abhorrent condition of the traveled way in the vicinity of two houses being 
build be Gene Ceramicole and Bruce Ceramicole. Mr. Boland stated that the curb cut 
would do little to alleviate problems such as this and he would prefer not to require 
bonds be established for all single-family home applications because a vast majority, 
in excess of 95%, do not create problems and should not be penalized with a few people 
who do not seem to finish projects in a timely fashion or do not follow standard building 
procedures in capping driveways early in the construction process. Admin. Asst. 
Lundblad noted that a similar problem exists on Valley Road. Mr. Phaneuf stated that 
in all of these cases the construction of the house is slowed, back-filling has not 
been done and that a lot of washing out has been experienced around the four or five 
a homes in question. Chairman O'Connell instructed the Admin. Asst. to contact the Town 
Counsel immediately and to have him notify the owners of these properties and the 
applicants on the building permit holders if they were different to immediately clean 
up the premises and the traveled way adjacent to their lots. Further, to notify them 
if they do not clean these up immediately that the Town will bring suit to reverse 
damage to the public way on Wednesday, October 24th. Selectmen instructed Mr. Boland 
and Mrs. Lundblad to work with Town Counsel Busconi to expedite this issue. Further, 
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he wanted Town Counsel to research the Town's rights regarding these issues. 


9:10 p.m. The Selectmen met with Henry Valcour and Daniel Phaneuf of the Water 

to Commissioners, William Binder, Superintendent, came a little later. Mr. 
9:20 p.m. Valcour stated that the letter from the Admin. Assistant had been discussed 
at length at the previous meeting, that they appreciated the advance notice and the 
ability to review the document prior to the meeting. The Board of Water Commissioners 
agreed unanimously to speed up the process, further agreed to allow the Superintendent 
to give Water Department approval for all straight forward cases. They would, of 
_ course, set the criteria and must review all major extensions or long distance hook- 
ups or crossing of wet areas, etc. Ninety percent of the requests would be expedited 
through this small change. Mr. Phaneuf echoed support of Mr. Valcour's presentation. 
Mr. Valcour noted that a larger and larger number of homes have private wells, that 
they still request location of the well and a design of the septic systems so that 
they know where a town water hook-up would go in the event that an extension is 
broyght into that area. He requested a brief clarification of how the current process 
has now and Chairman O'Connell gave such a presentation. The Board of Water Commissioners 
noted that they will vote soon to approve the program giving the Water Superintendent 
review powers. Chairman O'Connell noted that in the beginning, Mr. Phaneuf will be re- 
viewing each of these with the Conservation and Planning Board and if they can all 
agree on the system, hopefully he and Mr. Binder, Mr. Boland and Mr. Savello would be 
able. to work together during the normal day to review applications and meet the five 
to ten day deadline. If problems exist then the applicant and the respective board 
should be notified immediately. 


9:20 p.m. The Selectmen reconvened with John Boland and Edgar Phaneuf, Jr., Chairman 
| O'Connell asked if Mr. Boland had any ideas concerning how the Selectmen 
could put greater controls over building lots so that the problems on 
Valley Road and Stowe Road would not be repeated. Mr. Boland indicated that he did 
not haye an easy answer and that it seems that tougher and tougher lots are being 
developed around Town causing greater drainage problems. Chairman O'Connell concurred 
that the meeting with the various boards tonight reaffirms his understanding that the 
development going on in Town now is on tougher lots, the lots that two or three years 
ago would not have been attractive because of site problems. Mr. Boland indicated 
that there are a variety of techniques that could be used to curb cut an entry permit. 
This could all be tied into the zoning process, that they are good ideas, but they 
all need regulations to be drafted. There are some regulations in the Subdivision 
Control Specifications, but he felt that these would be difficult to adapt to some 
of the older streets. Chairman O'Connell spoke regarding the issue of damage to 
public ways, felt that without some bond protection the only other leverage the Town 
has is the Occupancy Permit, but unless the bank or the Attorney representing the 
buyer demands an Occupancy Permit most people just ignore them and move in. He 
felt that John Boland should work actively with Edgar Phaneuf, Bill Binder and Peter 
Savello to design the location of driveways to minimize the dangerous drainage and 
minor site problems that are being found in more and more homes being build in Town. 
Howeyer, he felt that the Town Meeting consensus at the last meeting seemed to recom- 
mend the minimizing of regulations, not the increasing of regulations. 


9:59 p.m. VOTED to adjourn the meeting.

VOTE of the Board of Selectmen. The Selectmen then adjourned to 

the upstairs Hearing Room for the remainder of their regular meeting. 

Mr. Goyette left the building at this time. 

7:35 p.m. The Selectmen met with David Taylor, Barbara Murphy, Henry 

to Welch and Ellen Boland of the Housing Authority; Mrs. 

8:25 p.m. Boland being the Executive Director,and Micky Chateau of 
the Metropolitan Area Planning Council. The issue 
discussed was the Area Wide Housing Opportunity Plan (AHOP). 

a Mr. Taylor gave a brief presentation of the Housing Authority's 


position regarding their request that the Selectmen endorse the AHOP 
as presented by the MAPC with the possible reservation of revising 
some of the numbers regarding housing needs. Mr. Chateau gave a 
brief presentation regarding the method used to derive the figures 
indicating that the needs of Southborough were in effect tested 
through a computer program with 1970 data and the 180+ units found 
needed at that time have in fact been partially filled by the con- 
struction of Colonial Gardens, but additional work remains to be 
done. Mr. Chateau indicated that the Southborough Housing Authority 
in the Town would be in a better position to acquire Federal funding 
for housing, rehabilitation, or neighborhood development if the AHOP 
were adopted by the Selectmen. Chairman O'Connell asked if the 
adoption of the AHOP would automatically get the Housing Authority 
new funding for new housing. Mr. Chateau indicated that the Housing 
Authority and the Town are non-profit and could apply for bonus funds 
under Section 8 - rental housing for either existing units or units 
requiring moderate rehabilitation. Two thirds of the bonus funds 
would go to this use and AHOP towns would be given highest priority. 
Chairman O'Connell asked how the Housing Authority could do out- 
reach to identify the needs and to bring needy people into units 

such as this. Mr. Chateau indicated that there were two subsidized 
units in Southborough already under Section 8 administrated by the Rural 
Housing Improvement Agency out of Winchendon, Massachusetts, a non- 
profit agency funded through the Department of Community Affairs of 
— the Commonwealth. In that case, the two families were already residing 
| in Southborough and found the need for additional assistance and 
were referred to Rural Housing, perhaps through Welfare, Social 
Security or some other human service agency. Mr. Chateau indicated 
that this the way the system normally works, that once referred the 
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people are processed through the Section 8 staff and given a 
certificate which qualifies them for reimbursement by Federal agencies, 
reimbursing funds to their (inaudible) . David Taylor stated that 

in his opinion there are two reasons for the adoption of the AHOP: 

1) the Housing Authority has twice tried to secure funding for other 
elderly developments and have been turned down until other general 
family developments have been initiated, 2) the attempts by the 
Housing Authority to acquire some general family housing under 

Chapter 705; purchase of two or three family home for rehabilitation 
has been turned down or not processed in a timely enough fashion for 
the housing market in Southborough. Both of these problems could 

be addressed if a AHOP were approved; quicker 705 funding and 
reservation of elderly housing funding. Mr. Taylor stated that he hoped 
the Selectmen would endorse the program, perhaps with a reservation 
that we rework the numbers if additional data is obtained in the 
future. Selectman McDaniel noted that 20% of the respondents in the 
SCPC Survey claimed incomes below $20,000 a year. Mr. Taylor stated 
that these figures should be cautiously interpreted since a large 
number of those people may be elderly. Selectman McDaniel asked Mr. 
Chateau if the incorporation of the Accessory Apartment By-Law this 
past Town Meeting would be helpful in meeting the housing needs of 

the Town. Mr. Chateau stated that the accessory apartment concept was 
an excellent technique to expand housing stock; it offers a quick pay- 
back for the homeowner. In five to seven years the homeowners can re- 
coop their entire investment and it also provides needed small units 
for Section 8 or 707 State funded programs. Selectman McDaniel asked 
if the numbers agreed to by the Town and MAPC would be binding if 

no Federal or State money was available; would the town have to pick 
up the cost of these units. — 


Mr. Chateau stated that: 1) there are no sanctions in the AHOP if 
anyone failed to comply with it, 2) that they were seeking good faith 
effort and that if State and Federal funds were denied, this would, 

of course, be a good faith effort, but the Town would have to try ... 
(inaudible at this time)... so long as the applications have been made 
in a timely fashion and no other restrictions exist in the Town, that 
that good faith effort would be acknowledged and no negative action 
would be forthcoming. Further, he noted that the bonus funds available 
hopefully will be spread around to as many towns as possible. The 
MAPC would like to make a major impact with these funds, and hope that 
a vast majority of the towns accepting the plan will receive help. 
Selectman McDaniel asked what will happen after three years; Mr. 
Chateau said that he did not know, that the change in administration, 
change in the presidency, change in funding priorities might make this 
funding program obsolete in three years, that the three year commit- 
ment with funding was all the MAPC was concerned with at this point. 
David Taylor stated that acceptance of the AHOP would also strengthen 
the Town's position regarding the anti-snob zoning law, Chapter 774. 
Mr. Taylor then asked Mr. Chateau if the plan could be adopted without 
accepting the specific numbers and pefcentages. He stated that that 
was possible, that the Town should accept the plan and reserve the 
right to amend the plan as better data becomes available. Gail 
Sullivan of the Middlesex News questioned Mr. Chateau on the 
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methodology used to establish the numbers on a town by town basis. 
Mr. Taylor asked if there were any programs for the elderly to 
maintain their own homes. Mr. Chateau noted that maintenance or 
rehabilitation programs could be funded out of a block grant from HUD 
if a rehabilitation program were established or through bonus funds 
for rehabilitation programs. The on-going costs of taxes and 
heating, other utilities are generally not considered for Federal 
support other than the special program for fuel stamps or perhaps some 
State programs on real estate abatements. Chairman O'Connell stated 
that he felt that once the Administrative Assistant had redrafted

Mr. Scott and 
Mr. Davis (Commissioner of the project) indicated that the pro- 
ject would try to get greater visibility in Southborough and 
develop greater support through more stream cleaning and other 
Similar projects that would have a more direct benefit to the 
Town's residents. 


When questioned about the light ... program, Mr. Scott indicated 
that he would be furnishing a report to the Town with the Annual 
Report that would provide the Board of Health and Selectmen with 
an explanation of the growth and development of the mosquito 
population in Southborough. He noted that this could be com-

The Selectmen held a Site Plan Hearing for Westmarl 
Inc. Westmarl was represented by Thomas Callahan. Also present 
was Fred Douglas, Conservation Commission; Patricia Capone, Chair- 
man of Planning Board; Planning Board members Margit Donath, James 
Denman, Secretary Eleanor Stoddard, Mr. and Mrs. Peter Kallander, 
Betty Davis of the Assessors' Office. Mr. Callahan explained that 
because of recent borings and tests the Westmarl is now proposing 
a two-story office building with 6,200 sq. ft. on each floor, a 
total floor space of 12,400 sq. ft. Because of the increase in 
floor space the parking requirement would be for 83 places. Be-~ 
cause of these late changes he was asking the Board to consider 
extending the meeting until the plan could be revised and the new 
plan would include this parking and would allow for the input 

om from abutters and town boards. 


Callahan explained that this is really three lots being treated as 
one. Mr. O'Connell asked if the proposal was in fact to remove 
the "L" and pull the building back from the street. Mr. Callahan 
responded in the affirmative, stating that the setting back of the 
building would allow more parking, more landscaping and a second 
floor. Chairman O'Connell asked if compaction testing had been 
done as requested earlier, Mr. Callahan indicated that this has 
been done and they found some areas unsuitable. When that informa~ 
tion is available it will be brought in. When Mr. Slavin's pro- 
posed developer arrives he would have copies of the compaction 
tests and could meet with the Building Inspector to review them. 
Chairman O'Connell asked if Hatch Act approval had been granted, 
Mr. Callahan replied in the affirmative. He had talked with the 
Conservation Commission, had met their compliance order of 1972, 
but would have to refile based upon some changes in the drainage 
system. Chairman O'Connell questioned the septic system, asked if 
Board of Health approval or State approval had been granted. 
Callahan indicated that the State has reviewed this and has not yet 
acted. The Board of Health would not act until State approval of 
the drain was forthcoming. Selectman Bartolini asked if the 
developer had ever thought of contacting all the abutters and trying 
to make a single proposal of the entire strip. Mr. Callahan indi- 
cated that there is minimal conversation about that issue now, 

= although at one time there was a lot of discussion. But part of 
the problem is that the other land is not filled and the cost of 
fill and the requirements of the Conservation Commission are such 
at this time that it would make it prohibitively expensive. He 
would prefer to see a joint venture but did not think that was 
feasable at this time. 
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Mr. Denman questioned the parking, stating that over 25% of the park- 
ing was in front of the building, an apparent violation of the By- 
Law. Mr. Callahan stated that he would discuss that with the Plan- 
ning Board who would offer suggestions to the entrance and exit prob- 
lems and again to the aesthetics of the building. He stated that 
there would be extensive greenery in the front to buffer the park- 
ing from neighboring areas as well as from the roadway. 


R. H. McCarthy of Mac-Rich Construction Co. was present as an abutter, 
questioned why the proposed drain line was going down Route 30 on his 
side of the road. Stating that the intercepted drain would limit 
development of 35% of his property. He felt that at one time he had 
a small brook in this area but as filling has been carried out on 
both sides of him, he now has a pond. He didn't object to the plan 
but preferred to see the drain line moved to the other side of Route 30 
and farther into the property of Westmarl so that less of his land 
would be made unusable because of drain lines. The drain line as now 
proposed goes over the lateral drain. He would like to see a new 
system pick up those laterals and go to the north side of the road to 
tie in the entrance and move them back another 50' or 20' so that the 
abutters would split the 100' difference between the property lines. 
Callahan stated that he'd prefer to have a drain on the northerly 
side of the road for construction purposes, it would require a State 
permit. 


Mr. Kallander, the abutter on the northerly side of the road, stated 
that the lateral now pitches downhill and that you would have to 
buck the grade in order to do this. Chairman O'Connell asked 
whether Mr. Kallander would object to it being on the northerly side 
of the road and Mr. Kallander stated that "no, he would not".

Bartolini asked them how long it would take to clean up the operation. 

Mr. Lamson stated, working 40 hours a week, maybe three weeks. Sel. mens 
Bartolini stated there is a large problem as one of safety and running a 
business without any permits whatsovever.

Mrs. McDaniel stated that she was very uncomfortable with the entire ae 
Situation since she did have a wood lot next to her property although 

at this time none of it is being used for other than her own personel 

purposes and that was not a business. 


Chairman O'Connell stated that this was a business in a residential zone 
and a real safety problem. Mr. Hamilton stated that he would like to 
continue to work during the application process. Chairman O'Connell 
stated that was acceptable as long as no new wood was brought in. Mr. 
Lamson asked if they could have m exception in case of a special order. 
Chairman O'Connell stated that he should clear out what is there, make 
the area safe for the kids and then talk to the Board about the special 
orders if the need exists.
